State aid for flood controFfoir Los 
Angeles county received its first real 
impetus in the legislature on Tuesday 
night at a banquet tendered the mem­ 
bers of the legislature by a delegation 
of citizens representing the business 
and commercial interests of Southern 
California. 
t 


The orfe" topic of discussion was the 
Rominger-Merriam 
bill 
appropriating 
$1,000,000 from the general fuiid of the 
state treasury to aid in the protection 
of San Pedro and Long Beach,harbors. 
Senator Bominger presided at the ban­ 
quet. At the speaker's table' were the 
presiding officers of the senate and as­ 
sembly and the chairman df the im­ 
portant legislative committees. About 
100-of the 120 members of the legisla­ 
ture attended. 


President J . J . Hamilton J>f the board 
of supervisors of Los Angeles county 
explained the main purposes of the bill. 
He said Los Angeles county suffered a 
loss of $10,000,000 from/the flood' dam­ 
age in 1914 and- that 4,000,000 yards of 
silt washed into the harbors,, of San 
Pedro and Long Beach. 


He urged that the development^ of 
California should not be retarded by 
reason of the international struggle in 
which we have become involved. 
He 
then read some statistics showing the 
splendid public work that has been go­ 
ing on both in Berlin and, Paris since 
the beginning of the European war. In 
conclusion Mr. Hamilton urged that in­ 
ternal improvements should not be neg­ 
lected at this time, but that California 
should show herself able to protect her 
interests abroad 
without 
interfering 
with necessary public work 'at Jiome. 


Erf-Congressman Charles Bell told of 
tho splendid service the Southern Cali­ 
fornia delegation in congress had done 
to secure federal aid for the Sacra­ 
mento river flood control project. Ho 
said that the Southern California mem­ 
bers of tho legislature had-given their 
undivided support to securing state aid 
for the Sacramento river project also. 
He road statistics, to show,, that in the 
northern project, one-fifth the: expense 
was borne by the,federal government,

'Ho said tho federal 
government haB agreed to give $.1,080,- 
000 to tho Los Angeles county flood con­ 
trol project, that the district has voted 
$4,450,000 in bonds, and that the state 
is aBked to tippropriate $l,000,0dft to be 
paid in four equal annual installments.

Generous-hearted people have given 
the school a Victrola and an organ 
There is a hot and cold water shower, 
foot-bath^ and modern lavatories. These 
children are enthusJaetic over the op­ 
portunity to bathe and keep clean in 
every way. 


'Every noon the Presbyterian ladies 
and teachers'provide a pint of choco­ 
late for each child'that brings a lunch. 
The teachers say that material for cook­ 
ing, sewing, and for sloyd are appreciat­ 
ed at all times. The children progress 
rapidly in practical things—the book- 
learning is much slower.

It isn't so. .If it were so, the marvel­

nails and staff into the sliding plant- 
mold of tho hillsides. Americans believe 
in firm foundations. Thoy first assure 
themselves that all things arc practical 
•and wise. Then they are proud of the 
aesthetic, the adornment of Nature, and 
you will find them congregating where 
the two things are found—tho practical 
and the beautiful. 


Before the spring of 1013 the south 
slopes of tho hills and lomas now known 
as North Whittier Heights wero a bril­ 
liant chrome in tho summer days of 
haze and heat. Dead grass matted the

80 ho went down into tho valley and 
"began the sinking of deep wells, and 
he laid his pipo-llnos from thorn to res­ 
ervoirs in tho hills, one above another, 
and ho pumped the water from ono, res­ 
ervoir to tho rosorvoir higher up, until 
he had wator circling tho highest hill, 
wator in great abundance, from tho 
valley to a 1200-foot olevation. 


It wasn't all done as onsily as it has 
"been explained. A story of this wator 
system could bo writton that would be 
!»in epic in Southern California farming. 
I t is sufficient to say .that the rapid 
perfection of tho deep-well pump and 
tho gus engine has brought about u 
water wizardry in California that could 
not havo beuu foreseea in tho old, dry- 
farming days. 
Lifting wuter to the 
surface und boosting it on up in relays 
l>y gas-engine power hus beon tho one 
great California triumph that has boon 
-worked out alone, until it has brought 
thousands upon thousands of desert 
acres into a luxuriant state of produc­ 
tion that makes tauio and commonplace 
the Btory of the garden of Eden.

And the work of construction Is still 
going on., This man of whom we have 
spoken is n man you may know if you 
have lived for any length of time in 
Southern California.

Having dared to bring water to the top

terraces

ular intorvals tho cones of tho hills, 
whoro tho wator begins flowing at the 
highest peak, and keeps circling down 
the terraces, watering tho alternately- 
sot lemons and avocadoes. Every eighth 
terraco is a broad roadway that allows 
the teams to como in.

known perhaps better by the 'trade 
than, the other names. It i$ a peai&b'ut. 
in nq seriae :a,kin to.; any 'pear-that. -it 
found in the fruit' trade. It has been 
bequeathed to us from 
tho Mexican 
country, and is a solid and satisfying 
food, containing more nourishment than 
the same weight in any kind of moat 
or cereal. 
At the risk of scaring tho 
ones that aro not yet-initiated into the 
avoenda business, it must be stated 
that tho best avocadoes bring as' high 
as ten dollars, twelve dollars and fifteen 
dollars the dozen fruits in such places 
as tho fashionable hotels of the United 
States. 
They aro being sold at the 
present time for these prices. They are 
a delicacy and a rarity, and the people 
who have money and leisure have adopt­ 
ed them as something to eat that can­ 
not be attained by those of humbler 
means. 


But the time is fast coming when 
they will be grown on a commercial 
basis that will put them, within the 
reach of everyone. Of course they are 
highly profitable at the huge prices now 
asked, but tho prioes are largely gov­ 
erned by the scarcity of tho fruit.

value of tho industrial gas sowed

However, this 
comparatively generous pay did not 
satisfy them, and at the end of tho 
first week they all went on strike** This 
was' serious. The company was under 
contract to deliver.coal to several.con­ 
cerns in Norway, and it was paying onb 
hundred and twenty-Aye dollars a day 
rental for. each of its seven ships, and 
could not afford to permit of any of 
them being idle. Advent Bay was clear 
of ice, and there were three chartered 
steamers at anchor taking on coal for 
transport to Norwegian ports. 


The miners demanded six kroner a 
day and free board. After a day's con­ 
ference with two; representatives from 
the men, the managemen.t agreed to the 
" r a i s e " on the condition that they' 
would be satisfied for the rest of the 
summer 
season. Ths men accepted 
these terms and returned to work. 
'•;... 
THE 6TBIKE, 
Presently the Munroe arrived on her 
second trip from Tromso, bringing the 
remainder pf the aummer crew. This lot 
of men consisted of about seventy-five 
Norwegians, and several Russians, Lap­ 
landers, and Finns. Among the Finns 
were three labor agitators. These men 
immediately set to work to stir up trou­ 
ble, and in a short time were successful 
in again causing dissatisfaction among 
the miners. Tho result was a second 
strike, in which the* men demanded a 
rise of two kroner a day. This would 
bring their wages up to eight kroner 
and board. Such «TJ advance was out of 
the question. 
The management abso 
lutely refused 'the demands and die 
charged every striker jn' the camp. A 
complete cessation of work followed 


The next three days were exciting 
ones. The manager instructed me to 
have the a«ounfci prepared for all the 


whole crowd back to Norway. There 
was not a'ship in the harbor, and it 
would be several days before one re­ 
turned from Norway. In the • meantime 
the work on tho accounts went on. The 
bookkeeper and I, assisted by two Am­ 
ericans, worked forty-eight hours with­ 
out a wink'of sleep. 


Manager Turner expected violence, 
end each one of the eight Americans 
was provided with a pistol; Thero being 
no policeman on the island, each man 
had to.become an'oflVcer, Watches were 
arranged, and two m(Sn remained; up all 
night to see that ito trouble started; 
&minan >waY;asslgned t0:;guard- a V^ch 
pf 'suppHes 
r<^^ab'du^jfiyo 'mjlles. down^the 


eijfoiMto^ ^i^'finjeyejon j^e several 
dynamite houses. The, two?>undred apd 
fifty 
Norwegians, 
Swedes, Bussiaus, 
Laplanders, 
1 and . Finns 
gathered in 
groups about the camp or paraded up 
and dawn the main road carrying red 
flags, shputing and jeering. Tho little 
camp was'Jn a state of high tension, 
and we eight Americans didn't know 
when the minute might arrive that 
would force us to battle for our lives. 


Every year the company took prccau 
tions against such an uprising, and it 
waB a regulation that no firearms were 
allowed on the island* The men wero 
searched as they boarded the steamer 
at Tromso.. In spite of this inspection, 
however, a number of pistols were al­ 
ways smuggled inby the miners. It was 
not the fear of the guns that causod us 
so much apprehension, but the thought 
that the strikers might •storm tho dyna 
mi^e sheds. With each man armed .with 
a twenty-five pound box of nitro-glycer 
inc, they could attack the staff house 
and blow us all into eternity in one 
minute. 
Then they could swear a col 
lecCivo oath df secrecy and tho world 
would never know about it. 


Occasionally the strikers would gath 
er round the manager's cottage, and 
each time it seemed that the crisis was 
about to occur, but it didn't eventuate. 


Three days of such tension seomed 
like three years to us. All day tho 
demonstrations on the part of tho men 
kept our .little band ready for any 
emergency. 
The wives of two of the 
Americans were in camp" on a short 
visit from TromSo, and. they kept to 
the staff bouse, where they no doubt 
served as an element restraining' the 
strikers from violence. 
• One night, towards twelve o'clock, I 
stood at the door of the office, and by 
the misty light of the midnight sun I 
could see several pairs of the miners 
skulking up the valley, towards the 
giant glacier; others 
were 
sneaking 
quietly along in the vicinity of the 
mine, and still others were walking 
slowly along the docks. The strikers 
were organized, and had their night 
watches just as we did. 


On tho third morning' of tho strike 
the accounts were completed, and each 
man came into tho office for his pay­ 
check. In this way wo had an oppor­ 
tunity to talk' to them apart from thoir 
fellow-workmen. 
Fully two-thirds qf 
them stated that they ware not in sym­ 
pathy with tho strike, but wore afraid 
to rebel for fear of being injured or 
killed by the leaders. Tho strikers kept 
two men at the office door checking e*ch 
man as he went in and out. Several of 
the miners had not worked long enough 
for their wages $o offset thoir purchases 
at the store and therefore owed tho 
company money. This, of*course, was
